he million-dollar dome of the Margaret 

Zeidler Star Theatre will explode with 
images. Banks of sophisticated lasers will 
cut across the room with dazzling abstracts 
of moving light, 60 slide projectors will 
rifle through more than 700 slides, and live 
rock music will thunder from a 20,000-watt 
system that will barely be taxed. 

Dead centre in this maelstrom will be the 
loved one, a band that has never been shy 
about spectacle — pitting songs and pres- 
ence against the considerable technological 
muscle of the Edmonton Space and 
Science Centre’s world- 
mole ss 
plane- 
tarium.

There have been fashion 
shows. And, of course, there were the laser 
light shows illuminating the recordings of 
Led Zeppelin, Pink Floyd, Guns N’ Roses,

band, immediately drew up a budget and 
agreed to assume the risk. 

Yakimchuk has found the Space and Sci- 
ence Centre helpful and supportive in 
getting the project under way. “They've bent 
over backward, once satisfied it could be 
done. The crew are doing a fine job. They 
have a terrific staff — really bright.” 

Yakimchuk, with his considerable pro- 
gramming skill, a background in theatre 
production, plus a hand-picked design team 
and sound man, has been working closely 
with centre's technicians. 

“Sandy is very knowledgable,” adds Pate- 
men. “We've given him a pretty free hand. 
It's proven very cost-effective.” 

Designers Paul Senior and 
Dan Bal have had 


the responsibil- 
ity of creating laser-illuminated 
text, incorporating images suggested and 
provided by the band, “some of it very specific, 
some of it frivolous,” and picking through some 
250,000 slides that the Space and Science Cen- 
tre has on file. 

“It’s been really intensive work since Jan- 
uary,” says Senior. From early March 
onward, the preparations have been almost 
full-time. The work is intense partly be- 
cause there is simply so much to work with. 
Senior guarantees an “onslaught of visual 
stuff,” of which the lasers are only part. 
Senior and Bal are doing their best to make 
the optimum use of the tools they’ve been 
granted.“We've yielded to the temptation 
to use everything.” 

The Centre is certainly equipped to han- 
dle the needs of any image junkie or rock 
band. Of the 25 “GREAT BIG” speakers avail- 
able, the band only needed around six 
speakers out of the 20,000 watt sound sys- 
tem to put out impressively. 

“The soundman fell on his knees,” recalls

The 
three concerts will likely be recorded, as 
well as filmed by local wiz Alex Vizmeg. 

No smoke bombs in this show, which is say- 
ing something for the band which has risked 
and lost venues out of love of 
pyrotechnics.“There will be no fire in this one.

But that’s not all. The stu- 
dents will. get to “link-up” 
with children from schools in 
Toronto and Vancouver who 
are also involved in the 
project. 

The “link-up” will take place 
by video-phone, so students 
can see what the colonies in 
other cities look like. “We're 
going to pretend we've land- 
ed on three different parts of 
Mars and are helping each oth- 
er out,”"says Bruggeman. “So 
at different times, different 
things might happen with the 
time differences. Some sort 
of emergency sand storm — it'll 
happen in Toronto first, then 
Edmonton, then Vancouver.” 
Back at St. Rose School, 
Rankin says his students are 
excited about the link-up. But 
many of them are not as en- 
thusiastic when it comes to 
the thought of actually living 
on Mars.

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Behind the scenes at the Juno Awards carnival

our reporter would like it 

known thathe’sa pro-Juno guy. 
He’s sat in the live audience a good 
10 or 12 times and has witnessed 
magic Canuck music moments like 
Leonard Cohen's entrancing Hall of 
Fame acceptance speech a few years 
back. His business dictates that he 
also sit through the American extrav- 
aganzas like the Grammys and 
American Music Awards each year, 
and he’s always impressed that his 
fellow frostbacks produce a music 
awards show that generally blows 
ourAmerican cousins into the weeds. 

Ironic then that the one year your 
reporter is asked to write an insid- 
er’s view of the Junos, the show is 
the dullest in a good seven years. 
The awarding by Robbie Robertson 
(yes girls, his eyes really do spell B- 
E-D-R-O-O-M up close) of the first 
Juno for aboriginal music was as 
close as the show got to inspiring. 

Loved Devon's circus magic rou- 
tine on film that opened the show 
and the whole carnival ambience 
of the backdrop. Carnival, in fact, 
might be a good way to describe 
the 90 percent of the proceedings 
that the viewer doesn’t see and this 
year was a far better show than the 
actual telecast. 

The Junos take place on the sev- 
enth and final day of Canadian 
Music Week. The event is a combi- 
nation music industry conference 
and live music showcase. Everyone 
from industry wannabe’s to jaded 
professionals can find some semi- 
nar or panel that caters to their 
particular interest. 

When the sun went down on the 
Toronto smog, the city’s many clubs 
were packed with bands that were, 
to use the music biz euphemism, 
“showcasing.” This usually means 
playing a short set under less-than- 
ideal conditions in hope that the 
event organizers will deliver a record 
company artist and repertoire per- 
son (the people who actually 
recommend a band be signed to a 
record company) to your show. 

A fair number of out-of-town acts 
made the journey to the ‘Fest, in- 
cluding Edmonton's current great 
white music hope, Feeding Like But- 
terflies. The lads quickly learned that 
Toronto’s aspirations to world-class 
cityhood extend into the realm of 
music biz politics as nasty as any- 
thing you've heard about in L.A. or 
New York. A Toronto band muscled 
our boys out of their advertised time 
slot at the prestigious Horseshoe 
Club and bumped them into end-of- 
the-evening never-never land where 
they played beforea heartbreakingly 
small audience. Nary a festival or- 
ganizer was visible to referee the 
situation and by the end of the set, 
Feeding Like Butterflies were aware 
gneata 's more to the phrase “art- 

th 
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tions” that grease the wheels of 
most large gatherings weren’t al- 
ways where advertisers thought 
they should be, leading to some 
heated hallway exchanges. Late ar- 
riving delegates found that, paid or 
not, the conference had run out of 
those nifty shoulder bags full of 
promotional material and free 
CD's. Hell serves up few things 
more frightening to a registration 
table volunteer than a delegate 
deprived of free compact discs. 

What conference-goers did get 
once they were through the doors 
was a potpourri of seminars, panels 
and keynote speakers for any music- 
biz taste. 

T opping the list of keynote speak 
ers was Sex Pistols’ Svengali Mal- 
colm McLaren, who showed up 30 
minutes late for his morning chat. 
With red-rimmed eyes thatmade him 
look like he'd recently escaped from 
a cosmetics testing laboratory, 
McLaren muttered something about 
Canada having lots of wide-open 
spaces so he was sure we Canucks 
“got up to all sorts of things.” He 
then apologized for having “nothing 
prepared” and asked for questions. 
On the Sex Pistols, McLaren said he 
was “never really interested in their 
music.” His goal, he said, was to 
“unearth the poetry that lay on top 
of their music,” because, as he so 
accurately putit, “once you've heard 
Chuck Berry you've heard itall, real- 
ly.” The fate of the Pistols may have 
been sad, but McLaren's act is still 
intact.He supposedly collected ten 
grand for his post-McLuhan noo- 
dlings at Canadian Music Week. 

Less sleep-deprived speakers in- 
cluded Robbie Robertson, federal 
heritage minister Michel Dupuy, Live 
Entertainment CEO Garth Drabin- 
sky (the manbehind the $400 million 
grossing Canadian production of 
Phantom of the Opera) and Ed Bick- 
nell, Dire Straits’ manager. 

Bicknell brought his one-on 
-one interview show to Canadian 
Music Week after a successful mun at 
Manchester, England's “In The City” 
music conference last year. Bicknell 
plants himselfand a music biz celeb- 
rity guest in overstuffed armchairs 
on a stage and proceeds to sip tea 
and fire questions. Bicknell’s guests 
this time around were Allan Grub- 
man, American music-biz 
lawyer-to-the-stars (clients include 
Springsteen and Madonna) and Pe- 
ter Grant, one-time manager of Led 
Zeppelin. 

Peter Grant retains the imposing 
bulk that first brought him fame as 
a pro wrestler and then made him 
the terror of '70s band managers as 
the ringmaster of Led Zeppelin’s 
rock and roll circus.Even Bicknell, 
whose work with Dire Straits puts 
him in the upper echelon of su 
star band Hage treated Mi 
Grant with kid g! 











columns. It sent a shiver down your 
reporter’s spine and lead him to 
believe there's still some unfinished 
business between the two that will 
have to await a backstage meeting at 
the Great Gig In The Sky. 

Which brings us back to the Juno 
Awards themselves. While you 
watched the show from the comfort 
of your home entertainment cocoon 
at 8 p.m., we live audience props 
had to be freshly scrubbed, ruxedo’d 
and seated at the very unhip hour of 
3 p.m. in Toronto’s O’Keefe Centre. 
It started with 90 minutes of pre- 
telecast awards (Best Kazoo 
Performance of a Classical Work 
Normally Played by a Large Ensem- 
ble But Not This Year, etc...etc...). 
Once the actual awards telecast had 
run its course the assembled multi- 
tude trooped across the street to 
BCE Place for dinner at the some- 
what hipper hour of 6 p.m. 

BCE Place is a recently-complet- 
ed monument to corporate excess 
that features a multi-block central 
atrium that looks somewhat like 
HUB Mall without impoverished 
student apartments. Nice setting, 
but the concept of a buffet dinner 
for 3,000 people left something to 
be desired. By way of ultimate trib- 
ute to the schmooze-driven nature 
of the event, the caterers thought- 
fully provided a clip-on plastic 
device that allowed the stand-up 
diner to attach a wine glass to. 
side ofa dinner plate so one cou 
still eat, shake hands and pass busi- 
ness cards around without missing a 
beat.

askatchewan author Sharon 
Ss Butala was recently in Edmon- 
ton to premiere her latest book, 
The Perfection of the Morning: An 
Apprenticeship in Nature (Harper- 
Collins, 221 pp., $22.95) at the 
Alberta Book Festival. Personal, and 
strikingly descriptive, it is her first 
work of non-fiction. In its pages 
Butala reveals her search for self- 
identity, while roaming the grassy 
hill country which surrounds her 
and her husband Peter's ranch. She 
journeys through memories, the 
history of the Native tribes which 
lived on the land before her, and 
her own psyche, leading to an un- 
derstanding of herself as a writer 
and as a woman. 

Primarily known as the author of 
five novels and a collection of short 
stories, Butala found writing non- 
fiction to be a very different 
experience. “Fiction, for me, is 
more rewarding, and it’s also more 
difficult. But non-fiction is an art 
form in itself, and there was some- 
thing to be learned there and a 
polishing that needed to be done. 

“The necessity for clarity is so 
strong, and yet you want clarity at 
the same time as you want beauty, 
and that’s a struggle,” she says. 

“There's a way in which all non- 
fiction is fiction, so you have no 
way of knowing where one ends 
and the other begins. Sometimes I 
don’t know myself how much is the 
true story and what isn’t.” 

However, Butala had no qualms

about revealing her personal quest 
to readers. She explains that “when 
a creative person writes a book, 
She writes it for herself first and 
foremost, and never thinks of re- 
vealing things to strangers. Instead 
she thinks in terms of the creation 
of a work of art. 

“I have a philosophy which has 
taken me many years and much 
Pain to arrive at, and itis the need 
for women to tell the truth about 
their lives. I'm not one of those 
people who believe in personal 
privacy and secrecy to the extent 
that many people do, “ she adds. 

She believes that self-disclosure 
is an important step in self-reali- 
zation. “I think that the process 
of becoming human and becom- 
ing mature — and, as Jung would 
say, becoming individuated “ is a 
process of understanding what 
needs to be secret and what 
doesn't. It’s a long process that 
goes on intensely and never stops. 
You peel away more and more 
layers until there’s very little left 
thatis truly private,” she explains. 

Describing herself in her book 
as involved in the early stages of 
the women’s movement, she says 
that she still considers herself a 
feminist. “I think it’s a very femi- 
nist book, although the feminism 
is of quite a different kind,” she 
explains. 

A different kind of feminism in- 
deed. At first glance, the passages 
describing her life-choices make 
Butala hardly appear a feminist: 
she gave up an established career 





anda future in academia, and even 
tells of how she burnt her almost- 
finished master’s thesis after she 


got married and moved to an iso- | 


lated ranching community. 
However, Butala is quick to re- 
fute any implications that her 
marriage was not conducive to 
her own independence. 

“I moved into a traditional mar- 
riage, a traditional community, a 
traditional lifestyle, and | was a 
feminist doing it. If | had married 
a man who was himself really tra- 
ditional in his outlook, it would 
have been a total disaster. But 
Peter had been raised in a family 
where his mother was an extreme- 
ly intelligent woman with a very 
radically different way of look- 
ing at the world. For the most 
part, she was a free thinker and 
Peter admired that more than 
anything. He had no sense of 
women as inferior. 

“I have always resisted, as hard 
as I could, anyone trying to tell 
me what I needed ever since my 
first marriage broke up. I had nev- 
er been given the right to be myself. 
I had never given myself that right, 
and now | know that it’s a big mis- 
take to let anyone else teil you how 
to be yourself. You're the only one 
who can find that out.” 

Writing began to play a major 
part in Butala's life after marrying 
Peter. In fact, all of Butala’s pub- 
lished work has been written since 
moving to the country. She claims 
that it was a combination of her 
explorations into nature and her

Above all, Butala would like read- 
ers to realize the struggle of 
connecting with nature, a struggle 
which is often misinterpreted by 
overzealous urbanites. “I would 
like urban people who have an 
interest in connecting with na- 
ture not to believe all the 
nonsense that you see and hear: 
that what you have to do is go out 
in the desert without water for 
three days, or white water raft the 
Colorado River, or go out into the 
wilderness with a backpack and

no compass; that the only way to 
connect with nature is to enter 
into some kind of brutal and ter- 
rifying wilderness and match 
yourself against it and win. 

“That's not the way to make a 
connection with nature... that's 
ego. What I'm saying is get rid of 
your ego and expectations, and fill 
yourself with humility.” 

She believes that the way to con- 
nect with nature is to “pick a piece 
of land that you can be on by your- 
self for long periods of time. It 
takes that long.” 

However, Butala wonders wheth- 
er that connection is ever fully 
made, even by herself. “I grew up 
in the wilderness, so I suspect it 
was easier for me because the first 
world I knew was a world of wil- 
derness and nature. 

“Even so, it's always a struggle to 
be still enough and quiet enough 
to stop your thoughts. That's a very 
hard thing to do.” 59

Dancing on the edge 


Waltzing with virtual reality

L ife is permeated with comput- 
ers and technology and, as art 
imitates life, artists are beginning 
to utilize the various forms of tech- 
nology available, transforming the 
artistic experience as we have come 
to know it. The world of dance is 
evolving to include virtual reality 
and computer generated choreog- 
raphy and Canada is on the cutting 
edge of it all. 

Virtual reality has been over- 
hyped and highly romanticized by 
Hollywood and the media (as in 
the movie Lawnmower Man). As 
visual artist/computer programmer 
Diane Gromala explains “the per- 


ception of virtual reality is at one 
level but in reality its a much less 
advanced stage.” Gromala is is part 
of a cross-disciplinary team work- 
ing in residence at the Banff Centre 
for the Arts on a project entitled 
Dancing With the Virtual Dervish. 





| 





Along with dancer/choreographer 
Yacov Sharir and architect Marcos 
Novak, they have created a virtual 
environment where the viewer is 
transported inside and becomes 
part of the world, as opposed to 
the traditional stage vs. audience 
viewing space. 

But what exactly is virtual reali- 
ty? It is not computer animation 
but an interactive experience. A 
virtual reality is a simulated three- 
dimensional world generated by a 
computer. A person “enters” the world 
via goggles or a headset that give an 
impression of three-dimensional vi- 
sion. Earphones are usually included, 
rounding out the 3-D sound/sight ex- 
perience. Sometimes a glove, control 
stick or some other device is used to 
control the interaction with the en- 
vironment (like controlling the 
direction of movement). 

Currently, the images are some- 
what crude, due to the limitations 
of computers. Unlike computer 





animation that may display 30 im- 
ages per second, virtual reality calls 
upon the computer to generate an 
entirely new point of view 30 times 
per second. Computer animation 
is like sitting in frontofa television 
while virtual reality is more ofa car 
ride, where every passing second is 
a completely different environ- 
ment. The power needed to 
generate that many images is as- 
tounding and requires a new 
approach to computing. 

The experience is unlike any you 
may have had before. You become 
totally immersed in the environ- 
ment. Wherever you turn your 
head, there is something there. You 
fly through the space like a bird 
and crash through walls and struc- 
tures, ghost-like. It’s an eerie, 
disembodied feeling, as there is no 
“home base,” horizon or gravity to 
stabilize yourself; some people ex- 
perience a feeling similar to 
sea-sickness at first as their bodies

attempt to reo- 
rient in this 
environment. 

How does any 
ofthis pertain to 
dance? As we 
stand on the 
threshold of the 
21st century, 
the known 
boundaries of 
performance 
space must be 
pushed for- 
ward, utilizing 
the tools and 
environments available. The post- 
moderns went to the rooftops and 
sides of buildings of New York in 
the "60s. Post post-moderns are 
now turning to the new frontiers of 
computer environments. Virtual 
reality will not preclude tradition- 
al performance space but offer 
alternative choreographic possibil- 
ities. For example, the viewer can 
interact with images and objects 
within the environment, from ma- 
nipulating and moving an object to 
performing an improvised dance 
with another virtual dancer who 
may be “telepresent,” connected 
with apparatus that allows them to 
be in the same virtual environment 
as you even though they may phys- 
ically be thousands of miles away. 
They would appear as a computer 
generated image, capable of inter- 
acting with you in real-time. 

My first experience with VR was a 
video taped trip though the land- 
scape for Dancing With the Virtual 
Dervish, part of the Alberta Dance 
Alliance’s recent Annual Confer- 
ence. A skeleton of the torso 
appeared a ways off. As we travel 
through it, it becomes apparent 
that the “bones” are actually folded 
pieces of paper with writing on 
them; Gromala explains that if we 
stop to read them, we would find 
excepts from various feminist writ- 
ings. However, the traveler has 
chosen to continue flying through 
the space within the skeleton. We 
come upon a heart; we crash into 
and enter it. Inside is an entirely 
different environment, a “cyber- 
space,” where there are pliable 
mammoth architectural structures. 
We crash through and are in the rib 
cage. We continue the voyage into 
the kidneys where another type of 
cyberspace is encountered. We 
crash through and move into the 
pelvis, where the video stops. Gro- 
mala and Sharir explain that this is 
not the finished project but merely 
one piece of the larger puzzle they 
are still assembling. 

Wanting to research VR further, I 
travel to the Banff Centre for a 
demonstration of Phase Two on 
Dervish. The Banff Centre began 
its Art and Virtual Environments 
Project in the fall of 1991 to ex- 
plore the artistic uses of virtual 
reality. It is an ongoing three-year- 
long research program within the

To experience Dervish, I wear 
VR goggles (its like having two min- 
iature TV sets in front ofyour eyes), 
a glove with a myriad of wires at- 
tached to it and have electronic 
music piped in through a head set. 
A TV monitor is connected to my 
apparatus, allowing others to view 
my virtual reality. I control my 
movements by manipulating my 
gloved hand. I begin hovering 
above a large, linear structure. 
Stretching my hand out, I begin to 
fly forward, covering what seems 
to be vast distances in a short time. 
By clenching my fist, I stop and 
look around 360 degrees. It’s a 
strange sensation, as all around is 
this computer-generated environ- | 
ment I am suspended in, as if my 
spirit has decided to take a joy ride, 
leaving my body on a some other 
plane. Luckily, I do not suffer the 
motion sickness others have. 

Traveling through the VR space, 

I continually come upon a giant 
billboard on which is an animated_ 
dancer. It is Sharir, who is per- 
forming a series of moments that is 

played through a computer loop. 

The same sequence is repeated 
throughout the environment, how- 

ever, the direction one enters upon 
it determines at what point the loop 
begins. Thus, every viewing is 
slightly different. His dance is chop- 

py, as if every other frame has been 
cut, giving a disjointed look to his 
dance sequence. The films on CD- 
ROMS are slightly more fluid than ; 
the computer generated Sharir. 
This is due to the limitations of the 
computer. I like the choppiness, as 
it seems to fit with the otherworld- 
liness of flying through a computer 
and suddenly coming upona danc- 
ing human form. 

Ten minutes have passed in real 
time and my turn is over. Reluc- 
tantly, I relinquish my gear and 
return to the physical world. The 
VR experience is one of disembod- 
iment, timelessness and 
weightlessness; like dreaming but 
you have a certain amount of con- 
trol over what happens. 
Readjusting to real life takes some 
time, as if waking from a very real- 
istic dream. 

Later this month, the full show-

inda Perillo doesn’t get home 
L: much as she'd like to any- 
more. And it goes without saying 
that her home town would love to 
have her here more often. She grew 
up in Edmonton, and though she 
still calls it home, it’s a place she 
barely has a chance to reacquaint 
herself with before she’s off again. 
Not that she minds that, either. 
Linda Perillo, one of Edmonton's 
finest sopranos, is getting to be 
known as one of the world’s finest, 
particularly in the area of early and 





with the 14th season of the Alberta 
Baroque Ensemble coming to yet 
another successful conclusion, 
Baroque music is enjoying an unu- 
sual crescendo of activity in 
Edmonton presently.

er from any other type? 

“Good singing is good singing,” 
Perillo opines. “And good tech- 
nique is good technique. It’s 
important that any singer have good 
technique, and it’s the same tech- 
nique for any era. 

“But the emphases are different. 
In Baroque, you have to have highly 
developed skills in coloratura. You 
have to be agile, have a voice that is 
clear. In opera, it’s good to have a 
clear voice, of course, but you need 
other strengths: power, more wide- 
ranging dynamic control. 

“With good singing, you can al- 
ways tell. Someone like Joan 
Sutherland, when | listen to her, I 
can hear that she has every quality 
you need to be a Baroque singer, 
even though she wasn't. Baroque 
singing is more of a question of 
being historically informed. The 
best training a singer could have is 
to sing Baroque music. It’s vital to 
getting vocal technique.” 

. Perillo has sung a fair amount of 
20th century music, including a re- 
cording of music by Canadian Glenn 
Buhr with the Winnipeg Symphony. 
“There are lots of parallels in doing 
Baroque and contemporary music.

ill Webster, a consummate 

lover of the theatre, had 
turned a passion into a profession. 
For the last 21 years, he has acted 
professionally in live theatre, TV 
and film projects. The 52-year-old 
maestro of the spoken word has 
been stationed at the Citadel for 
the last five seasons, leaving an in- 
delible mark on literally any 
production in the building. 

Parts have varied from Mr. 
Brownlow, the kindly gentleman 
that takes orphan’ Oliver in, and 
the spirited Raguenau in Cyrano, 
to the stage manager guiding us 
through the Huckleberry Hell of 
Grover’s Corners in Our Town. 
His baritone voice and understat- 
ed, however memorable, 
characterizations allow one to rel- 
ish in the experience of watching 
fine live theatre.

On numerous occasions he has 
worked in London and New York 
but prefers to stay in Canada, ply- 
ing his craft. “I hate the 
commercialization of the theatre 
in foreign centres, where actors 
are treated like meat - so I re- 
turned to adecent country, where 
Canadians are not extroverted or 
passionate. Actually, Canada is a 
mean country because of the cold 
and distance between centres. Ca- 
nadians like pain by carrying a 
secret burden. We pretend we're 
wise, but deep down, we’re mean. 
We are not generous as a people 
to the context of being compli- 
mentary or supportive.” 

On living in Edmonton, he 
doesn't feel cut off from civiliza- 
tion. “If you don’t move as an 
artist you could be a danger by 
being too complacent. For in- 
stance doing Hamlet in Central 
Park versus Hawrelak has an ele- 
ment of danger simply because 
Hamlet asa great work of art chang- 
es dependent on the environment 
worked out of.” Therefore, stretch- 
ing and honing ones acting skills is 
imperitive in gaining a truer sense of 
the craft of acting. “If an actor is too 
comfortable - it’s difficult to pro- 
duce great art.”

tephen Fearing has become 

familiar over the years 
through his frequent appearanc- 
es at folk festivals and on the 
club circuit.With the release of 
his latest album, The Assassin's 
Apprentice, Fearing is poised to 
be exposed to a much larger and 
more diverse audience. 

The Assassin's Apprentice is the 
first album Fearing has produced 
since teaming up with his new 
manager, Bernie Finkelstein and 
his True North label. Though his 
previous album, Blue Line, was dis- 
tributed under the label, this is the 
first time True North and Finkel- 
stein were involved from the 
beginning. 

“It was a different experience to 
be working with people who had 
so much experience. I didn’t have 
to push so hard to get everything 
done. There were a lot less obsta- 
cles and I could concentrate on the 
music alone,” says Fearing. 

The relationship with Finkel- 
stein, whois also Bruce Cockburn’s 
long-time manager, began ata time 
when Fearing’s musical career had 
been dealt a series of blows. His 
first record company, Rough Trade, 
folded and Blue Line was stranded. 

Then he and his manager parted 
company after three years togeth- 
er. “I spent a couple of months at 
the end of 1990 in limbo, no record 
label, no management going “God, 
what did I do wrong?’”

“you can’t have that stuff around 
you that long without picking some 
of it up,” he sees a vast difference 
between his style and traditional 
Celtic music. 

“Any time I've gone to festivals in 
Ireland or Scotland I hear real Celt- 
ic music and I certainly don't fit 
into that category.” Instead, he 
draws on a number of different 
sources and styles, ranging from 
classical to blues.

In this, the four-years-later sequel to 1989s 
Major League, the trick, of course, is to 
find a way to return to the locker room of 
the Cleveland Indians while avoiding rep- 
etition. 

After a brief grapefruit league re- 
introduction to the main characters still 
with the team, Major League I! dives straight 
into the new season. Among the returning 
characters from the first go-round, pitcher 
Rick “Wild Thing” Vaughn (played by a 
rather wooden Charlie Sheen) tries to 
“straighten up” his ex-street guy image, 
resulting in a noodle for a pitching arm (his 
patented fastball, “The Terminator” be- 
comes “The Masturbator”). Voodoo 
priest-outfielder Pedro Cerrano (Dennis 
Haysbert) turns to Zen and loses his mighty 
fearsomeness. As a result, he receives no 
end of humiliation from the fiery new ar- 
rival, Tanaka, played tothe hilt by Japanese 
comedy star Takaaki Ishibashi. And new- 
comer Omar Epps successfully reprises 
Wesley Snipes’ role as the flamboyant 
fielder, Willie Mays Hayes, whose off- 
season exploits as a cheesy action film 
star go to his head. 

GM Corbin Bernson does well to fight 
typecasting as the rubbery team owner, 
and his hottest player, Jack Parkman, is 
played to a villainous tee by David Keith. 
Parkman is soon traded tothe hated Chica- 
go White Sox, although his loss is only felt 
on the field, since he hasn’t an ounce of 
respect for the Indians anyway. And yes, 
those Sox are a despicable lot — according 
to Harry Doyle (the passionate “Voice of 
the Indians,” played by the scene-stealing 
Bob Uecker), their only saving grace is — 
get this — “at least they're not Canadian.” 

Within the samey plot line (nowhere 
baseball team turns it around) come a 
few comic wrinkles, and while it fails to 
raise undergraduate silliness to a certain 
type of art form in the way those Police 
Squad movies have, Major League II de- 
livers a decent share of guffaws.

LOVE AND HUMAN REMAINS

Quebec film maker Denys Arcand has 
wrought out a complex, yet softer inter- 
pretation of Brad Fraser’s play Unidentified 
Human Remains and the True Nature of 
Love. Arcand fleshes out the characters 
by wrapping us in subliminal scenes ac- 
centuating Fraser's terse language. 
Former teen actor-cum-waiter David, 
who with roommate Candy, lives a life of 
objectification, a process of seeing people 
as objects to be used for power or sex. 
David’s best bud, Bernie is a civil 
servant trapped in mediocrity, and the 
intensity of his relationship with David is 
never fully explained, even in a painful 
rooftop scene. Meanwhile, a 17-year- 
old busboy becomes infatuated with 








David, although the boy claims he is 
straight. David’s confidante is a psychic 
dominatrix who performs a pivotal role 
as a secondary but crucial character to 
the seething frustration of anonymous 
city living. Living in a state of denial of 
love when offered sexual release is all 
the characters can experience. 

The film holds many sub-plots yet at 
the end resolution and redemption is 
felt. David discovers love when it’s al- 
most too late — Bernie expresses love 
when it is too late. 

Fraser and Arcand try to convey the 
idea that love does not discrimate be- 
tween gender preferences. However 
despite exceptional acting, the movie 
lacks the passionate, dark energy of Fraser's 
play. But still, no matter what one’s sex- 
ual flavoring is, the film leaves an effect 
hard to shake off.

It's unfortunate that Ron Howard grew 
up in the unreal world of TV America. 
Unfortunate because during those form- 
ative years pulling catfish out of Mayberry 
Creek and hanging out with the likes of 
Henry Winkler, a solid directorial talent 
was given to an idealism that every epi- 
sode of life must always have a happy 
ending. Thus, it comes as no surprise that 
The Paper, an extremely engaging, 
rollercoaster of a film, is inevitably ru- 
ined by an improbably pleasant conclusion 
with all the substance of a cheeseburger 
from Arnold’s. 

By no means does The Paper aspire 
to be a true depiction of tabloid journal- 
ism as it follows metro editor Henry 
Hackett’s (Michael Keaton) 24-hour pur- 
suit for the truth behind a supposedly 
hate-inspired murder of two business- 
men. Instead, it bodaciously captures the 
high-pressure sweat and unadulterated, 
caffeine-injected head rush of newspaper 
life where the big story is always breaking 
and the humiliation of being scooped by a 
rival rag reason for suicide. The newsroom 
atmosphere and banter crackles with bang- 
on authority, and should be, considering 
the razor-sharp script was co-penned-by 
Stephen Koepp, a real life seniour editor at 
Time. Olson get in here! 

And Ron Howard's technical effort 
as a director is impeccable as he stuffs 
the visual narrative into tight close-ups, 
casting a strong claustrophobic feel to 
the film. Even outdoor scenes, where 
another director might give into tempta- 
tion and use wide-angle shots to capture 
New York’s urban sprawl, are dominated 
with the worry lines and frowns of char- 
acter’s confronted with an always 
impending deadline. 

In short, The Paper is what should be 
expected of Ron Howard: a damn-good 
read, but without the gritty smell and 
grimy ink-stains of the real thing.

Hometown product Brad Fraser's Unidenti- 
fied Human Remains and the True Nature of 
Love finally hits the big screen this month, 
albeit with a more concise title. Directed by 
French-Canadian Denys Arcand (Jesus of 
Montreal, The Decline of the American Em- 
pire), Love and Human Remains is not your 
average night out at the movies. 

The story focuses on David (Thomas Gib- 
son), an ex-actor who now waits tables full 
time, and Candy (Ruth Marshall), his room- 
mate and ex-lover. David prefers men to 
women; Candy just isn’t sure. She is still 
looking for that perfect man, or woman, but 
can’t seem to find anyone she really likes. 
David has lost hope. He has become as de- 
sensitized to love as he has to the world 
around him. Together they share a sibling- 
like relationship, as other characters drift in 
and out of their lives, creating a web of sub- 
plots of love, confusion, sexual orientation, 
clairvoyance and so on. 

Arcand is not afraid to show more than 
one side to homosexuality. They are real 
people, and their sexual preference does 
not interfere with what’s going on in the 
film, it only adds to it. It ain’t Philadelphia, 
that’s for sure. Not that a title like Love and 
Human Remains should give that sort of 
impression, but by allowing the “gay life” to 
be just a part of the film, neither buried in 
the background nor the focal point, it's more 
revolutionary than anything Hollywood has 
come up with. 

Says the director, “It’s just a fact of life. 
Half my crew members are gay, but it doesn’t 
change anything — it’s just there. So that’s 
how it is in the movie, it’s just there.”

_Arcand’s film no average night at the movies 


Filmed in Arcand’s home territory of Mon- 
teeal, it is portrayed as 2 generic North 
American city. Arcand has created a gritty 
landscape where dreams are shattered ona 
regular basis. It’s a world where killers lurk 
in the shadows, AIDS is just another fact of 
life, and sex is violent. A place, basically, 
where nothing’s shocking 

Interestingly, the movie is peppered with 
subtle references to Edmonton, or, perhaps, 
reminders. Arcand originally wanted to film 
here, but when the Alberta Motion Picture 
Development Corporation balked at invest- 
ing in the project, he reluctantly changed 
the shooting location. 

He recalls the 1991 Montreal premiere of 
the play, where he first met Fraser. “We 
talked after the show, and everything we 
talked about, we agreed on.” Their artistic 
visions in common, they soon struck a deal 
where Arcand would direct the film version 
of the play. Meanwhile, the play was fast 
becoming a worldwide hit, with successful 
runs in Chicago, New York, Milan, and later 
in Tokyo. 

Arcand is quick to praise Fraser's work. 
“He really speaks to people with his writing, 
on their level,” he says. He suggests that 
Fraser could well end up directing films as 
well. “He’s very talented, very determined.” 

The two of them worked together on the 
script adaptation. Once that was completed, 
Fraser's job was done; it was time to pass on 
the torch to Arcand. Fraser did come on the 
set for about a week during shooting, how- 
ever. Arcand says of the visit, mystified, “He 
was very quiet, withdrawn. He sort of stayed 
in his own little corner and watched. He was 
not his usual ‘brash’ self.” 

After 30 years of film-making, Love and 
Human Remains marks Arcand’s first Eng- 
lish movie. He downplays its importance, 
however. “It's a non-issue, really. It’s only a 
problem if you're not comfortable with the 
language.” 


On May 6 and 7, The Brian Webb Dance Company cele- 
brates 15 years of dance making in Edmonton.

Real relationships 


The making of The Perfect Man

The Perfect Man

Alberta filmmaker Wendy Hill-Tout has al- 
ways followed her own rules. In making her 
first feature film, The Perfect Man, Hill-Tout 
bucked one of filmmaking’s unwritten laws 


| by managing to arrange financing without 


having a major distributor lined up. 

“It had been a really long haul for us,” she 
explains. “We would just get things together 
and a distributor lined up and the distribu- 
tor would go under. Or we'd geta distributor 
and some other agency wouldn’t come on.” 

Hill-Tout was seven months pregnant when 
she realized that if the film was ever going to 
get done she just had to do it. “I had a real 
impetus to get it done,” she laughs, “because 
I just couldn't wait any longer.” 

The Perfect Man is Hill-Tout’s first feature 
film. It follows the story of Melissa, a thirty- 
something aspiring artist who is in the 
process of re-examining her career, her rela- 
tionship and her life. When she meets what 
seems to be the perfect man in the form of 
Peter, a New York art gallery owner, Melissa 
is forced to make some serious decisions. 

Melissa herself is a rather complicated 
character. While she obviously values her 
relationship with Michael, she sometimes 
takes him for granted. She, like the rest of us, 
can be self-absorbed. Canadian actress 
Michelle Little brings an endearing quality 
to her role as the indecisive Melissa, in a 
performance that is at times reminiscent of 
Meg Ryan's role in Sleepless in Seattle. 

Rounding out the cast is veteran comedian 
Phyllis Diller, in the role of Melissa’s moth- 
er. It’s an interesting departure for the 
woman who is best known for her facelifts 
and fright wigs. As a woman watching her 
marriage crumble and finding herself in- 


creasingly dependent on alcohol, she deliv- 
ers a performance that is both quirky and 
touching. 

The idea for the film originated a few years 
ago when Hill-Tout and friends were dis- 
cussing relationships and someone asked 
the question, “Why doesn't somebody make 
a film about what relationships are really 
like?” Originally intended as a drama, Hill- 
Tout, together with former Edmonton 
Journal reporter Lynda Shorten, wrote a 
script that dealt with real relationships as 
they knew them. The result is what Hill-Tout 
calls a “real life comedy”. 

Hill-Tout has displayed the same tenacity in 
marketing the film that she used to obtain 
financing. You may even have met her in per- 
son as she handed out flyers along Whyte 
Avenue promoting the picture. It's a personal 
approach to marketing that she says is crucial 
for Canadian films. “I think people will see 
Canadian films if they know about them,” she 
explains. “Too often people assume that if 
you make a movie, people will find it and 
that's just not true. You have to market it.” 





Marketing the movie weighed in her deci- 
sion to begin distribution in the West, rather 
than in Toronto as is the industry standard. 
“I knew that opening in Toronto would be 
the kiss of death because they really like dark 
edgy films and this is not that.” Opening in 
independent theatres in Western Canada al- 
lows them to do their own promotions, and 
hopefully to reach larger audiences than 
other Western Canadian films have. 

It was a difficult and at times painful process 
for Hill-Tout to bring the movie to life. It was 
also an important learning process. “I learned 
that! will never wait again, that 1 am a filmmak- 
er and I’m not going to !et anything stop me in 
the future.” She hopes to make at least one film 
a year in the future and already has a number 
of projects lined up, including tentative inter- 
est from a Canadian network to turn The

performed with the company in Edmonton, Montreal and Vancouver. Grella- 
Mozejko and Webb have collaborated 3 times in the last year and a half; their 
work delights in pushing the boundaries, and extending the formal limitations 


of their art forms. Their Dreams 
of Odyseus has provoked vis- 
ceral responses in Edmonton 
and Vancouver. The collabora- 
tion between Brian Webb and 
Blair Brennan is having recog- 
nized impact and success. 
Since these two began work- 
ing together to make 
installation performances in 
1988, they have encouraged 
the visual arts and the dance 
communities, to interact as 
well. Their interdiscipli- 
nary work has been 
celebrated across Canada 
in empty churches, aban- 
doned night clubs, wind 
swept fields and even 
traditional theatres.

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LOREENA McKENNITT 
The Mask and Mirror 
(Warner) 


Years of travel and performance often 
tend to wear on a performer, isolating and 
diminishing their will to pursue their craft, 
but not so for Loreena McKennitt. Her 
new recording, The Mask and Mirror, takes 
the shape of a musical and mystical trav- 
elogue of the major religious and cultural 
influences of the western world. Long a 
mainstay of the Celtic folk scene, McKennitt 
has now sought out the shadows and 
parallel influences which she has encoun- 
tered on her journey, both physical and 
emotional. 

The beauty of this album lies in her 
ability to blend influences and reconcile 
the forces which would isolate and segre- 
gate genres. Although she is able to benefit 
from the increasing broad attention being 
paid to worldbeat music, McKennitt does 
not try to copy other forms, but rather 
integrates their moods to become shad- 
ows of her own work. Her songs are

tributes to moods and spirits, tone poems 
painted with Gregorian chants and middle 
eastern rhythms. 

McKennitt's intention to integrate the 
influences of Christianity, Judaism and |s- 
lam may be somewhat naive to tackle in 
something as short as a single recording, 
but with the help of such able musicians as 
Hugh Marsh and Ofra Hanoy and lyricists 
William Butler Yeats and William Shake- 
speare, McKennitt has produced an en- 
chanting lyrical recording of Celt-ish mu- 
sic. Though this album may not be well 
received by Celtic hardcores, there is a 
much wider audience waiting to take up 
this musical direction.

Trios is Wasserman’s pet project that 
started out a decade ago with Solo which 
was followed by the "88 Grammy award- 
winning Duets. Trios offers up a diverse 
group of performers and musical styles 
that fill out the work. From Carnie Wilson 
singing along with dysfunctional dad in

jazz and blues singing, Wasserman accom- 
panies these artists in his colorful playing of 
the bass.

is innovative. “American Popsicle” and 
“Zillionaire,” sung by Edie Brickell with 
guitarist Jerry Garcia and bassist 
Wasserman is superb for its nonsensical 
on-the-spot lyrics and hearkens of hippie 
days gone by.

A new musical approach was what Big 
Tom Laughing was looking for and they 
have successfully found the right niche 
with Hello.

Every now and again, the CBC comes out 
with a CD which focuses, more or less, on 
one of Canada’s less famous orchestras, in 
combination with a singer, performing 
music from the established repertoire, 
rather than including even a single Cana- 
dian work. A few years ago, it was a not-so- 
famous Edmonton Symphony that got the 
nod, with two CD's of arias, one with 
Ermanno Mauro, the other with Gino 
Quilico. One result of this, in part, has 
been that the ESO is definitely better 
known now (the Quilico CD, for example, 
won a Juno). 

Now, itis the turn of the Trois-Rivieres 
Symphony, under Gilles Bellemare. Young 
Canadian baritone Gaetan Laperierre tack- 
les a wide-ranging repertoire manfully on 
this disc. An aria from Hamlet, by Ambroise 
Thomas, is here, a role which won 
Laperierre some international recognition, 
as is the famous Champagne Aria from 
Mozart's Don Giovanni, which seems to suit 
Laperierre’s range and agility wonderfully 
well. 

The Verdi arias are less successful, but 
this is still a delightful and very listenable 
disc for fans of opera. The recording qual- 
ity is first rate.
